Washington, January 28.—(Special.) 
Georgia and Tennessee delegations in 
congress will approve a plan recom- 
mended today by Secretary of War 
‘Stimson which would make Fort Mc-4 
|Pherson and Fort Oglethorpe, two of 
,eight great posts where the scattered 

army might be concentrated. 

The plan, which has been worked 
out by the officers of the general staff 

, and approved by the secretary of war, 
‘contemplates the abandonment of 
., forty-one of the forty-nine army posts 
how scattered over the United States 
‘in all manner of out-of-the-way and 
‘inaccessible places; and the concen- 
tration of the forces in posts where 
@ach arm of the service can be repre- 
sented, and where the troops will be in 
| the most strategic position to meet 
modern conditions. 

Atlanta, Albany, N. Y., and Philadel- 
phia are commended as the strategic 
points along the Atlantic seaboard 
which meet all the conditions desired 
for the concentration of troops. The 
troops at Albany could speedily be 
moved anywhere along the Canadian 
border; while those at Atlanta could be 
transported in eighteen hours to al- 
most any potnt@n fhe Gulf of Mexico 
For the.South Atlantic. In addition to 
these posts, which would contain de- 
tachments of all arms of the service, it 
is. further proposed to have two large 
independent cavalry posts, and it is 
suggested that one of these posts might 
be located at San Antonio and the 
other at Chattanooga. 

Heretofore it hag been feared that 
the desire of Atlanta to have Fort Me- 
Pherson continued, and the wish of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., to have Fort Ogle- 
thorpe retained and enlarged would 
naturally precipitate a conflict be- 
tween. the friends of these two cities. 

Representative Howard, of the fifth 
district, has introduced a bill to make 
Fort McPherson a brigade post, with 
each branch of the service represented. 
Representative Lee, of the seventh, has 
fathered a bill seeking to create a bri- 
gade post at Fort Oglethorpe, where 
there is now located a regiment of cav- 
alry. Both representatives and the 
two Georgia senators wit be happy to 
support the solution ich is contained 
in the plan of reorganization approved 
by the war department. ; 

Secretary of War Stimson, acting 
upon an exhaustive report from the 
general staff, has decided that no less 
than sixteen, and probably eighteen, 
existing army posts should at once be 
abandoned #’in order to put an end to 
the extravagance and inefficiency re- 
sulting from improper distribution of 
the mobile army.”

Guayaquil, Ecuador, January 28.—An 
infuriated mob today broke into the 
Quito penitentiary in spite of a double 
Suard and lynched Generals Elroy Al- 
faro, Flavio Alfaro, Medardo Alfaro, 
Ulplano Paez and Manuel Serrano, all 
prominent revolutionists., 


With the putting to death of General 
Kloy Alfaro, ex-president of Ecuador: 
his brother, Genera] Flavio Alfaro, ex- 
minister of war and commander-in- 
chief of the revolutionary forces; Gen- 
eral Medardo Alfaro, who is believed 
to have been a brother of the two 
vther Alfaros, and Generals Paez and 
Manuel Serrano, the leading lights in 
Kicuador’s latest revolution have been 
snuffed out. This revolution, although 
it had been a long time brewing, be- 
Ran in reality a few days following 
the sudden death on December 22 last 
of President Emilio Estrada. 

Montero Shot. 

The first of the drastic measures 
taken by those who opposed the revo- 
lution was carried into effect last 
Thursday at Guayaquil when General 
Pedro Montero, who was _ proclaimed 
president by the troops after the death 
of Estrada, was shot and beheaded 
by a mob which later burned his body. 
The shooting of Montero took place 
in the court room where the general 
had just been tried by courtmartial 
and sentenced to sixteen years’ impris- 
onment for his connection with the 
revolt. The people, evidently angered 
at what they considered a too light 
sentence, rushed into the court room 
nd, after riddling Montero’s body 
with bullets, dragged it into the open, 
Then they decapitated it, built a bon- 
fire and threw into the flames the 
torso and head of the man who once 
was a popular hero in Ecuador. 
Caught by Government. 

Alfaro and Generals Paez and 

were captured January 22 at 
Guayaquil when government troops 
under General Leonidas Plaza forced 
the revolutionists who held Guayaquil 
to capitulate. Flavio Alfaro had been 
wounded in a battle a few days before 
the fall of Guayaquil. Medaro Alfaro 
was captured January 25 as he arrived 
at Guayaguil on board a steamer with 
a body of rebel troops. 

Eloy Alfaro was proclaimed presi- 
dent of Ecuador by the populace in 
‘January. 1906, after he had defeated 
the government troops at Quito. In 
October of the same year he was 
elected. provisional president by the 
national convention and held the of- 
fice of chief executive until 1911. In 
that vear General Emilio Estrada ran 
for the office, with Flavio Alfaro as 
an opponent, and was elected by a ma- 
jority of over 100,000 votes. 

Alfaro Starts Revolt. 

Mavio Alfaro then started a revolt 
and in it he was aided by President 
Alfaro. The charge that Eloy was try- 
ing to set up a dictatorship in Ecuador

BERNSTORFF ON MOROCCAN CHAPTER. 


A succinct and, from the German standpoint, an obviously offt- 
cial, presentation of Germany's attitude toward France in the Mo- 
roccan matter is contributed to the current issue of The Outlook 
‘by Count Johann Heinrich Von Bernstorff, German ambassador to 
this country, whose diplomatic service has been long and varied, 
including missions in Egypt and Constantinople. Americans desir- 
ing to gain a clear idea of the German government’s program 
throughout the cortroversy, now ended, and to see how nearly war 
between the two powers, possibly involving England also, was 
averted, will do well to read the careful, explicit and tactful recital 
of this ‘clever diplomatist. 

Count Von Bernstorff reviews the situation, beginning with the 
Anglo-French contention over Morocco, in 1904, covering the agree- 
ment which excluded .Germany, the intervention of the latter 
country, and the emperor’s visit to Tangier, out of which came the 
conference and agreement of Algeciras.. The ambassador shows 
that Germany was perfectly willing to concede France’s protectorate 
over Morocco, looking only to that nation to preserve the “open 
door” and to protect Germany’s interests. 
French military expedition to Fez, according to the German view, 
transgressed the Algeciras agreement. Repeated warnings, it is set 
forth, were served on France through official and semi-official press 
expressions. 

These failing, the gunboat, Panther was dispatched to Agadir, 
and, the count proceeds, the “negotiations conducted under the 
moral pressure of sending of the Panther to Agadir led to a satis- 
factory result to Germany.” Indirect reference only is made to 
Great Britain, but sufficient to indicate that Germany understood 
the menace from that source. Disavowing emphatically any motive 
on Germany’s part to occupy Morocco, but classifying her incentive 
as purely “economic,” the ambassador outlines the “price” Germany 
asked, and later secured, as follows: 

On the one hand, increased and precise guarantees for the maintenance 
of the open door in Morocco, which would enable Germans to settle and do 
business in Morocco in spite of a French protectorate. On the other hand, a 
compensation in the form of colonial territory, which had already often 
enough been mentioned during the earlier phases of the Morocco affair. Fre- 
quently the desire had. been expressed in Germany that such a step should be 
taken. The government, however, had hesitated, hoping that the independence 
of Morocco might be maintained. This hope was now destroyed by the force 


of events, and Germany must be considered lucky for having been able to 
return to the idea of compensation. 


While the world-at-large was not interested in the issues, per 
se, involved in the controversy between these two. great powers, 
its people everywhere, had a vital concern in averting the gigantic 
war and consequent bloodshed that might have been precipitated by 
a chance slip in the “conversations” between France and Germany. 
The bloodless ending of the Moroccan imbroglio is, in fact, the 
most convincing and gratifying argument that could be advanced for 
the superiority of peaceful methods over force of arms in the settle- 
ment of those disputes that may arise, at any time, between any

Speaking 
of the union soldiers, he invariably 
termed them “the yankees,” while the 
men who battled for the lost cause 
were to him “dem southern gem’ans” 
and “Marse Bob Lee’s men.”

Ranging from the coldest tempera- 
ture Atlanta has had in years to at- 
mospheres that might well lead one to 
believe summer had gotten lost and 
been found in January, the weather 
this month, and during the entire win- 
ter, has been undergoing strange 
changes.

Higher educa- 
tion consists in being trained to manu- 
facture ideas; industrial education 
consists in being taught how to con- 
vert ideas into facts.

WOLTER TO DIE 
IN CHAIR TODAY 
TheSlayer of Fifteen-Year-Old 


Ruth Wheeler Will Be 
Electrocuted. 


Albany, N. Y., January 28.—Albert 
W. Woiter, slayer of 15-year-old Ruth 
Wheeler, is to die in the electric chair 
at Sing Sing prison early tomorrow 
morning. Governor Dix has refused 
to interfere to save Wolter, whose at- 
torneys have béen bending every ef- 
fort for almost two yéars to avoid the 
death sentence for their client. Wol- 
ter 
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old, in his apartment in New York city 
on March 24, 1910, after she had been 
lured there by an advertisement for a 
stenographer. He then tried to de- 
stroy the body by burning it in a fire- 
place, and the partly incinerated corpse 
was found. The evidence showed the 
girl had been strangled. Wolter was 
placed on trial on March 18, 1910, and 
four days later he was convicted of 
murder in the first degree, On April 
27 he was sentenced to die on June 4, 
1910. An appeal which never was 
prosecuted and other delays have put 
off the execution, byt in December last 
the court of appeals decided that he 
“was fairly tried and justly convicted.” 

Ossining, N. Y.; January 28.—In IMs 
cell, next door toa the death house 
in Sing Sing prison, Albert Wolter, 
the degenerate youth, who murdered 
and burned Ruth Wheeler in New 
York, nearly two Wears ago, awaited 
tonight with a stolid nerve the final 
expiation of his crime by death be- 
fore daylight tomorrow. 

The visit of Wolter’s aged parents, 
who came up from New York oe 
the ufternoon, 'was affecting, zut the | 
doomed youth went through it with- 
out emotion.

The crime for which Wolter pays 
the penalty was one which shocked 
the country when the charred and 
dismembered body of Ruth Wheeler 
was found on a fire escape outside 
of Wolter’s East Side apartment. The 
girl, who was trying to help support 
a widowed mother, went to the Wol- 
ter rooms in answer to his advertise- 
ment of “stenographers wanted.” She 
Was terribly mistreated and strangled 
to death. The date of the murder was 
March 24, 1910, and a speedy trial re- 
sulted in Wolter’s conviction for mur- 
der in the first degree and he was 
sentenced to die on June 4, 1910. An

Anti-Administration Forces Dis- 
satisfied With Early 
Convention. 


The fight on President Taft is now 
warming up in Fulton county. In an 
effort to split or to contest the Georgia 
delegation to the national convention, 
the anti-Taft forces have opened cam- 
headquarters at 138% Auburn 
avenue. 

Louis G. Watts, secretary of the Ful- 
ton county executive committee. last 
night sent a telegram tothe president, 
declaring. that the. date fixed by the 
State central committee for a conven- 
ton to be held in Atlanta to select 
delegates to the national meeting is 
so early that fu!ly four-fifths of the 
voters are disqualified. He asks the 
president if this action meets with his 
approval. 

Watts declares that there was a Call 
meeting of the supporters of the ad- 
ministration, led by Henry L.. Johnson, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
on Saturday night, at which. the riot 
act was read to the Roosevelt mem- 
bers, and an attempt made to dismiss 
Watts from his position as secretary 
of the organization. 

The telegram to President Taft is as 
follows: 

January, 28, 1912.—Hon. William H. 
Taft, Whife House, Washington, D. C.: 
Call has been issued by the republican 
State central committee for a conven- 
tion to be held in Atlanta, Ga., Feb- 
ruary 14, 1912, to elect delegates to 
national republicsn convention. 

Never before in history of republican 
party in Georgia has such an early 
state convention been called here. Un- 
der Georgia's registration law, the un- 
precedentedly early call. disqualifies 
fully four-fifths ot Georgia republican 
voters from representation in this con- 
vention. 

The republican state central commit- 
tee in Georgia is controlled absolutely 
by your supporters. Republican voters 
Of Georgia wish to know if this action 
of the committee meets your approval.

CONVENTION TO FIGHT 
CHESTNUT TREE BLIGHT 


Philadelphia, January 28.—Because 
of the spread of the chestnut tree 
blight, Governor Tener has called a 
convention of the state at Harrisburg 
on February 20, to cinsider the fungus 
diseases which already has caused mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of damage to 
chestnut timber. The Pennsylvania 
chestnut tree blight commission, which 
is fighting the scourge, announces that 
the convention, has been called in or- 
der that the other states not yet 
touched by the blight, but in its line 
of advance, may be aroused to action, 
and be ready to meet the invasion at 
their border. 

“Pennsylvania's problem,” the com- 
mission states, “is now or soon will 
become the problem of Maine, "Vermont, 
New Hampsnire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Okjo, In- 
diana and Michigan.” 


REDUCTION IN NUMBER 
OF PHILIPPINE TROOPS 


Washington, January 28.—A speedy 
reduction of the number of regiments 
of troops in the Philippines by one- 
half has been decided upon by the 
government for reasons of economy 
and mjlitary administration. Four 
regiments of infantry and two of cav- 
alry will take over the duties now 
performed by twelve regiments. The 
reduction of the Philippine force will 
make it possible to garrison Hawaii 
with some of the twelve or fifteen 
thousand troops planned for those is- 
lands, regarded as the key to the 
Pacific coast.-from a military point 
of view. 

The reduction in the Philippines will 
not be sO great as would appear be- 
cause the regiments remaining will be 
brought up to full war strength and

timely to recast his plans and correct 
his mistaken judgment as to the 
area to be planted in provision and so- 
called “‘money”’ crops. 

By the way, I don’t like the idea of 
designating cotton as a money-making 
crop to the exclusion of corn, oats, hay, 
potatoes, etc., simply because cotton 
always commands ready sale for cash. 
In a sense that distinction is often a 
disadvantage in the fact that it must 
be sold in order to get thecash to pay 
for supplies that should be produced 
on the farm. 

The farmer who does not produce his 
own supply of corn, bacon, syrup, ete, 
but raises cotton instead and sells it~ 
ofttimes at an actual loss—must then 
pay 12 or 15 cents a pound for bacon 
and lard and corresponding prices for 
other things that he might have pro- 
duced at home and of better quality 
at not more than from one-third the 
cost he is obliged to pay. Say, you 
farmers that are obliged to buy mules 
to replace the warn-out and deal ani- 
mals of the past year, aren’t you 
sorry that you did not buy one or More 
brood “ures two or three years ago 
and commence to raise yourown mules? 


FEBRUARY IN THE GARDEN. 

Now the gardener is getting busy 
indeed. The gound not occupied should 
all have been manured and plowed 
and replanted and harrowed in readi- 
ness for the seed-sowing. A heavy 
coating of good stable manure should 
be spread on the asparagus beds—not 
a little dab, here and there, but at 
least a wagon load to every 50 feet of 
4-foot row, and plowed or spaded in, 
taking care not to tear up the roots. 
Then spread broadcast on the same 
length of row, about 5 pound osf 8—8, 
acid or potash, or 6 pounds of a mix- 
ture of 100 pounds of 16 per cent acid 
and 130 pounds of kainit, which would 
analyze about 7-—7. Sow the middles 
of the asparagus rows in early rad- 
ishes. Plant Irish potatoes, strawberry 
plants, set out cabbage plants. Plant 
in boxes in cold frame, in boxes, to- 
mato, pepper or eggplant seed. TI find 
it best to use 24-inch pots, or, cheaper, 


2. Five to six-foot rows is usual for 
cane. I prefer six feet. A mixture of 
1,000 pounds of 14 per cent acid, 500 
pounds cotton seed meal, 250 pounds 
nitrate of soda and 250 pounds muriate 
of potash—for 3 or 4 acres—the ni- 
trate to be reserved and applied as a 
top dressing along during the summer 
when good season in the ground. 


COTTON ON FRESH AND ON OLD 
LAND. 

Fr. H. P.. Wetumpka, Ala.—-1. I have 
about twenty acres that I will plant in 
cotton, They are divided into three 
parts. I have seven acres of level land 
in one field. One end of this field has 
been in cultivation about three years. 
The other part is old land. This field 
was planted in cotton last year. The 
new land made a tolerable good stalk, 
but did not make quite the fruit it 
should have made. The old land made 
a small stalk and good fruit. This 
end of the field is worn, and’‘has a way 
of running together—is good soil, but 
seems to have been plowed too wet 
in the past. I used a sack (200 pounds) 
of 10—-2—-4 fertilizer per acre on this 
seven-acre field last year. I thought 
I would take a No. 10 Oliver chill and 
bar off the cotton stalks as soon as 
the weather will’ permit, and let it 
stand until April. Then burst out the 
stalks, put in the fertilizer and list 


on it. When I get ready to plant (in 


about two weeks after listing) I will 
scratch down the beds with a Little 
Joe harrow and plant. Do you think 
this would be better than breaking 
broadcast? What kind of fertilizer 
do you think would suit the needs of 
both parts of this field? I want to 
make some intercultural applications, 
but would like to put it down s0 ‘as 
to get the best results. I will want to 
apply nitrate of soda along in the 
summer from 50 to 75 pounds per acre, 
State when you think this should be 
done.

Answer—Japanese cane js a distinct 
variety of the tropical sugarcane. The 
general appearance and habit of 
growth is about the same as that of 
the latter, but the canes are more 
numerous, but much smaller and 
harder. The Japanese is hardier and 
lasts several years from one plant- 
ing, coming up freely from the stubble 
if the latter are moderately protected 
from hard freezes. It is planted to a 
considerable extent for forage along 
in northern Florida and along the gulf 
coast as far west as Louisiana and to 
a very limited extent in middle Geor- 
gia. it grows very iuxuriantly in my 
garden in Griffin. I think it might 
do about as well in Floyd county. I 
have no personal experience in feed- 
ing it to cattle and hogs, but I have 
no reason to doubt the truth of the 
claims made for it in this respect 1 
apprehend that it is grown quite 
thick, the leaves or blades furnishing 
the chief food for cattle and the 
stalks—when mature—for hogs, Plant 
in March. 


BLUE GRASS LAWN, 

A. F. Giles, Atlanta, Ga,—I desire to 
make a lawn of blue grass or lawn 
mixture (no Bermuda) on some build- 
ing lots which have been graded on 
the front down to the hard red clay. 
The area to be covered by the lawn is 
about 275x765 feet with a moderate 
slope. 

I wish to make this lawn as early 
in the season as practicable. The top 
soil has been saved to put back on 
the graded surface and expect also 
to use stable manure liberally. 

Before sowing the grass I wish to 
prepare this surface as thoroughly as 
possible by plowing and subsojjing (if 
necessary), so as to get the benefit of 
this preparation for as long time in 
the future as possible. 

One person has recommended that I 
spread the top soil and manure on 
the graded surface before plowing and 
subsolling, and another that I plow 
and subsoil the clay before putting 
on the top soil and manure.

Committee's Work Praised. 
That discoveries already made by 
the committee have not only justified 


the means of saving to the state 
large sums annually is the opinion of 
many who have been heard to express 
themselves relative to the investiga- 
tion now in progress. 

By these, it is pointed out, that sev- 
eral most serious defects in the pres- 
ent system of inspecting both oil and 
fertilizers have aready been discover- 
ed out that since these are the only 
died so far as possible. It is also point- 
ed out, that since these are the only 
branches of the department which have 
been gone into by the committee up 
to this time, it is only reasonable to 
expect that defects in the workings of 
the other departments will be found.

What Committee Discovered. 

In three sessions, the committee has 
gone into the matter of oil inspections 
and fertilizer inspections. 

In the matter of inspecting oils, the 
committee found that inspectors are 
being paiqd almost twice as much as 
they should draw. This is not only the 
opinion of the committee, but of Com- 
missioner Hudson and of his assistants. 

The fees oil inspectors receive is 
fixed by. law, hence the commissioner 
of agriculture has no power to cut 
it. However, since the disclosure of 
existing conditions to the committee, it 
is believed that this body will recom- 
mend to the legislature that fees, es- 
pecially in the larger cities, be cut.

The investigation showed that the 
amounts received in smaller towns are 
not excessive. 

Must Depend on Shippers. 

Another feature of oil inspections 
brought out by the committee is the 
fact that the department of agriculture 
has to depend almost entirely on ship- 
pers for their knowledge of the move- 
ments of oll. 

The law requires shippers to notify 
the department, but provides no pen- 
alty in case they fail to comply. Both 
Commissioner Hudson and former Com- 
missioner Stevens stated that, so far 
as they had ever found out, there had 
never been any failure on the part of 
shippers to notify the department, but 
both admitted that such failures would 
be hard to detect and nothing could 
be done about it were they discovered. 

In view of these facts, the sense of 
the committee seemed to be that there 
should be some more certain method of 
having the department notified of ship- 
ments if oil inspections are to afford 
the intended protection. Several mem- 
bers of the committee expressed them- 
selves as favoring-@ law which would 
make it a misdem or for a shipper to 
move oil without tifying both the de- 
partment of agriculture and the oil in- 
spector located ne@arest to the point to 
which the oil is to be sent.

SULLIVAN HACKS 
SELF TO DEATH

twenty years he has been in the _.post- 
office and was highly esteemed so- 
clally and in commercial circles, be- 
ing a Mason and Knight Templar 

Sullivan was forty-three years old, 
unmarried and the last surviving mem- 
ber of his family. 

Had Planned Suicide. 

When Chief Clerk Howard, of the 
Americus postoffice called upon Sulli- 
van yesterday he was greatly de- 
pressed and remarked to Howard that 
upon his departing that they would 
never meet again. The conversation 
created little impression at the mo- 
ment until emphasized by the .suicide 
this afternoon. Then the fact was re- 
called that Sullivan recently made his 
will and arranged carefully all busi- 
ness affairs, eviedntly contemplating 
suicide. 

For several years he has suffered 
from epilepsy and continued brooding 
over his condition which he considered 
incurable, induced self-destruction. His 
remarkable stoicism in inflicting 
twelve Knife thrusts at his heart, then 
deliberately throwing away the small 
pen-knife and completing the work of 
self-destruction with a razor, severing 
two arteries, is characteristic of his 
cool and undaunted courage. Holding 
the gaping wounds from which his 
life blood gushed above the washbowl 
upon his dresser, the bed linen and 
furniture was unstained, evidencing 
remarkable consideration for others. 
His affairs at the postoffice are entire- 
ly correct, and suicide is attributed 
only to causes already assigned. 

Mr. Sullivan was reared in Americus, 
the only son of the late Sidney Sulli- 
van, a gallant Confederate soldier. He 
belonged to Americus Lodge No. 13 


of Masons, and DeMolay Commandery, 
Knight Templars. Representatives of 
these bodies took charge of the re- 
mains tonight. 

No citizen of Americus was more 
generally esteemed and his tragic end- 
ing has shocked the community. Alone 
in the world his nearest relative, a 
cousin, he preferred death to incur- 
able illness.
